I believe the .senate .should 
not continue to use government 
employes in view of its constant 
study of the departments. 


"Where men have dual respon- 


sibilities and dual loyalties, it docs 
not seem possible for them to do 
their best work for congress". 


Lucas said he would rai.«c the 


question in the sonaU1 next week 
in presenting resolution to con- 
tinue the sfnnt" small business 


committee with $100,000 in addi- 
tional financing. 


He said he is thinking of draft- 


ing a resolution to put the senate 
on record against use of govern- 
mental employes. 


Senator Wherry of Nebraska,

author of a resolution under which 
committees now are required to 
furnish 
the senate monthly a 


statecmnt of all government em- 
ployes now used by them.

"The constitutional guarantees 


that protect the sacred rights, lib- 
erties and property of American 
citizens, from the humblest to the 
most exalted, still remain invio- 
late." the court held. "These rights 
may not be transgressed with im- 
punity nor be disregarded because 
of expediency; neither may they be 
abridged or suspended, even for a 
single moment, except in the man- 
ner and under the circumstances 
specifically provided by law.1'

Please, no smart cracks just be- 
cause Selective Service (SS) says 
Washington had the second high- 
est draft-rejection rate for mental 
diseases.

til after the war about the list 
which was headed by Vermont, 
had Washington, D.' C.. 
second, 


New Hampshire third and Wyom- 
ing last 
. This. is being written with a 
complete 
deadpan. 
You 
can 


agree or disagree. - Maybe you 
think Washington has a mono- 
poly on mental cases, that the 
highstrung and 
the , crackpots 


flock here. 


But this is the explanation, giv- 


en by one of the most prominent 
pschiatrists in the capital, "for 
Washington's being second on the 
list: 


It had more psychiatrists' work- 


ing with the draft boards than 
many states. 
For that reason 


many 
more 
borderline 
mental 


cases were detected and ruled 
out. 
. . . . 


Phrase Covers Many Things 
The 'phrase—mental' "disease— 


,is 
unfortunate although that's 


the one SS uses. , It covers lots 
of things a.nd doesn't mean a man 
is 
feebleminded. 
^Washington 


wasn't 
second 
on the list for 


feebleminded. 


Under the, heading of mental 


disease come alcoholics, drug ad- 
dicts, and men who had a ner- 
vous breakdown sometime in their 
lives. 
Mental 
disease 
includes 


men who are considerable emo- 
tionally unstable. 


It includes 'men rejected for a 


combination of reasons, - such as 
being startled 
easily, blushing 


easily, "sleeping poorly, and pal- 
pitation. . . 


Such a combination would be 


reason enough ' for, a draft board 
psythiatrist to reject "a man,' to 
say he doesn't belong in the Ar- 
my. Why? 
He might crack up 


under Army strain. . ' 


That same man, however, might 


be a good -government clerk. He 
might continue to' function use- 
fully the rest'of his life if left 
in a civilian job. • 


Full jStory Must .Wait 


But the" full .story -won't 
be 


known until after the' war when 
the government publishes figures, 
state by state, on the men who 
were /accepted for military duty 
and afterward cracked 'up. 


So. it comes down to this: May- 


(be the Washington Psychiatrists 
did an excellent job of weeding 
out the emotionally unstable be- 
fore they got into the Army. 


If so, post-war- figures 
may 


show few Washingtonians went to 
pieces in the Army.'.,.'.

And 
maybe 
states, 
where 


phychiatrists 
were 
few'er 
am 


mental • tests less strenuous and 
borderline cases slipped .by, wil 
show up as having produced the 
greatest number" of mental cases 


But this;is still a mystery: Why 


the

New Hampsire and so low in 
Wyoming.

•Anyway, power' Is concentrated 
in'the hands of'Hitler (if he still 
lives) and his captains, and all 
these .criminals presumably will 
be under lock and key. 


This presents' a situation uni- 


que in our time. 
When the al- 


lies defeated Germany in the last 
war, 
there*" was a 
government 


ready to administer the affairs of * 
the" country. v Naturally another 
government will follow the Hit- 
ler .regime in due- course. 
But 


the early days of the allied occu- ' 
pation are likely to be hellish. 


,The allied military authorities 


will have to look -after millions 
of civilians whose home have been 
destroyed, who lack the necessi- 
ties of life and who"% have no im- 
mediate prospect of employment. 
The countless"'.thousands of sur- 
rendering German, soldiers, many 
of whom are brutalized nazi fan- 
atics, may have to lie put in in- 
ternment camps for fear that if 
they are turned loose they will 
start 
"ravaging 
the 
country. 


Troops who've been used in mas- 
sacring civilians and prisoners of 
war won't hesitate to do any- 
thing.

The housing problems will, be 


Titanic.especially in view of' the 
lack of building material and la- 
bor. The food situation will be 
acute as will that of all other sup- 
plies. 
The allied countries "must 


come first-for "general rehabilita- 
tion. The Germans will have to be 
fed and clothed, and housed, but 
they'll have to wait until the last 
for everything beyond bare neces- 
sities. 


Then the allies will have the 


job of repatriating the many mil- 
lions of allied nationals' whom 
Hitler imported into the Reich 
for slavery. There also are large 
numbers of prisoners of war in- 
terned in the Reich. 


So one could go on piling, up 


the grief until there was alist as 
long'as your arm. The sum total 
is that the allied military gov- 
ernment will have a mountain.to 
move, arid that 'will take not only 
faith but mighty hard and ex- 
pert" work.

allied 
military 
government* in 


every sizable town of Germany, 
and they'll have to be responsible 
for everything, pending the es- 
tablishment of a brand new Ger- 
man regime.
